Two open frames) arc sot up 150 feet, 


apart in fini.t uf tho gun. Wires arc 
stiL-tc'hcd liack and forth across tho.se 
frarm s, making a screen through which 
thu .-Ixt nivist pass. The w ires in each 
sereei: foim a complete electrio circuit, 
vhich iiiohirlc-' alro an electrio battery 
ind ail clcclio magnet. Thu projectile, 
iftcr leaving tho gun, flies through tho 
wire in tho lirst scic.cn, interrupting tho 
circuit and releasing the armature of 
he magnet. In u space oj timo so small 
is t«o be hardly conceivable tho projec- 
tile 'ias covered the distance between 
:ho two frames und pierced tho wire in 
:ho second, interrupting its electric cur- 
rent aud releasing; tho armature of its 
magnet, as in the. lirst case. Tho inter- 
val between tho drop of these two ar- 
matures represents the timo spent by 
the projectile in traveling 150 feet. 
This timo is indicated by the chrono- 
graph in tho laboratory near by. \Viivs 
rnu from each screen to the laboratory, 
which is fitted up with "batteries and 
switchboards. 


The amiiituroof tho first electro mag- 


net is Jin iron rod about 8 feet long, 
which is suspended vertically. This rod 
falls when the second electro magnet is 
placed a little below tho first, and when 
it in released it acts as a knife, aud, 
striking tho side of the falling rod, 
makes a, slight mark. Tho distance of 
this cut or mark from the end of 'the rod 
indicates the distance through which 
tho rod has dropped while tho projectile 
is passing froiiS one screen to another. 
This forms the unit for tho calculation 
of tho projectile's velocity in feet per 
second. New explosives aud high power 
guns have increased tho initial velocity 
of projectiles wonderfully in the last 
few years. Projectiles any be expelled 
now with a force that will make thorn 
effective, at a range far beyoud'ordinary 
eyesight.—New York Sun.
